day whirlwmd trip through Chicago from 
September 18 through the 21, Lo help focus 
aUentionon the Delbert. Tibbs case. 

Return ing to Chicago for the first time sinee 
her historie acquiUul in Mo^h Carolitia - of 
charges stemming from an incident in which 
she defended herself against a racist prison 
guard who attempted to rapé her — JoAnne 
was feature d on radio and TV show? 
ihroughout her stuy hert. With a by/ notable 
exceptions* the press shöwed her great respect 
and she was able tn dring the Delbert Tibhs 
case to the attention of hiindreds of tholisands 
of people in Chicago* 

Delbert Tibbs is a 3tTyear-old Biack man 
from Chicago charged with rapé in Fioridn. 
This tragïc bul uil too famtiiur case broughL 
Tibbs before an all White jury which convicted 
him of raping a White woman, The Delbert 
Tibbs Defense Committee pomts out thut the 
evidence was ulmost non-exislent. 

The womun's contradictory sLnry and 
consistent errors ahnut the description of the 
so*called ' ‘rapisl' was corrobor&ted only by 
thetestimony of a couvicted and seJ t-con fessed 
rapist whe elaimed Tibbs confessed the crime 
to him whilc in jail. The dato the man gave for 
this so-callod confession. however, was lhree 
weeks prior Lo the time when ht- met Tibbs in 
jail 

A writer, Tibbs was Lraveling thmugb the 
country, alone, wkh veiy little money h o ping

HEROIN LAW 

Wiih the signing intn law of the 
mandatory senlencing bil! for the 
sale of heroin by Cülifomia 
Oovernor Jerry Brown Easl week. 
the way is opened for what could 
be a major assault on the 
trafficking of drugs in this 
state. Ho we ver, our fear is thnt 
implementation of the büi. will fall 
most heavüy on the very small- 
time Street exdiBnges of the 
deadly drug with the major 
dealers, the amporters and all 
those in high pi aces thnt protect 
and fadlState the traffic. remain- 
ing safe from capture and prose- 
secutiun. 

U is cflmmün knowledge Lhat 
the sources of narcotks for streel 
use are primarily outside this 
country; that iheir ent'y into the 
country invclves major and es- 
pansive itlegat operatiOTis and 
operators and thnt their distrtbu- 
tion throughout the country and 
into the communiües involves 
federal, state and loc al politica] 
and private Individuals tied into 
powerful crime syndicaten, many 
of whom are known to the allegod 
law enforcemeni agencics* 

Street dealers, particularly in 
the Black and pcor conemunitie^ 
Ihroughoui the country, are most 
often themselves victims. usyra 
strungouL on the drug. dcoling in 
rclalivefy smal] quantities in 
order to secure the money to feed 
their own hahit. Those actually 
responaibte for suppJying these 
'wrctchcd victims, and who renp 
Lhe enormotis profits $uch traffic 
pmduces, are seldom the object 
of the eitforcers of the drug 
contrei law^already on the hnoks. 

Five yeaf mandalory sentences 
infltcted upon these victims , 
rcsuUing in exposure to prison 
siLualions where prison adminis¬ 
trators, guards and crime syndi- 
cates vie for contrei of the prison 
traftidcmg in drugs» will only 
compovind the problcm by con- 
firmjng these victims in lhe use 
and dislnbuliun of heroinu 
The very occastfmal big bust. 
nou and for very long only tokert 
acüons meant to si Ion cc repcuted 
criticism of the foilure of anlidrug 
eiiforcers to get al the big cats, 
does little or noihing to slop the 
deliberate flow of deb Uitat mg 
drugs into our communilies 
And, 30 leng as unomploy- 
ment, racism, inequality in the 
law and fascist type rupression is 
the order of the day in this 
country, we question lhat aller- 
the-tact type laws, en fo reed 
against the victims rather than 
the culprita, will contrihute to 
freeing nur commumües and the 
country of the scourgt* of escape- 
soek mg drugs, i

The probiems faccd hy Black 
wprkars in the btidding and 
constriiction trades is discussed 
in the foliowing comment hy 
Meed larson, erecittive uïec 
president of the National Right fo 
Committee. Larson warns 
of impL-nding legislaUon that 
would destrny joh appartiwities 
for thousands of Black construc - 
tion tuorkers who have been 
denied entry into trade unions. 

For the past several years. 
Herben Hill, la hor cbrector of the 
National Asaociation for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored Peopfe 
INAACPï, hag been urging — 
without vi.stble suceess — that 
Black workers stop fooling Ihom- 
Hélveff anti acrepl the friet thnt Ui^' 
IxiBnr is mlher unwtUmg or 
onaï>le to open lts doprs U) 
mïnorities, 

A't early as len years ago, he 
waAware Lhat at the heart of this 
problem ILes compulsory unitm- 
hm, a “Catch-22’' institution 
which is usetl unblushingly by 
soini 1 Union nffirials to keep 
certain workers ' in their place/' 
WritLng in The Annals of the 
American Academy of Politicat 
and Sodal Science. HH1 said: 

"As long as union membership 
remains a condition of employ- 
ment in many trades and crafts 
and Negroes are barred from 
union membership . T , Lhen 
trade Union discrtminaiion is the 
deciSJve factor in determining 
whether Negro workers in a given 
industry shall have an opporlu- 
nity to work, 

(It is important In stress ihai 
union officials probably are no 
more or Jess bigoied than any 
other group of people; only thal 
their bia.H has a dajmagmg out lel 
in federally sanrtïoned covenants 
whfch restrict employment to 
union mombers only

B.P.P. MEMBER’S LIFE THREATENED 
IN HOUSTON JAIL 


{Houston, Tex.l - A threat has 
been made to kill Vcrnon b 'T.C/ h 
Benton, Black Panther Party 
member currently heing held 
prisoncr at ïlarris County Rehab 
Center on Ataseoeita Road. ac- 
corditlg to a reliable source. 
Additional information was re- 
ceived by the Committee To 
Pefend "T,C/" that a prisonei 
was murdered on Rehab' s thjrd 
floor on the evenitig of September 
19. 

MEDIA REFUSED 

The media was refused admil- 
lance inio the facility and officials 
were unavailable for commenL 
The Commiltee To Delend 
‘T C/ 1 is clemanding a futl-scale 
inve^ïgation into this further 
extension of police hrutalily and 
harassment, 

Rehab wvas rccontly descrihed 
as om’ of the most inhumane jails 
in the United States hy n member 
of the National Clearinghouse For 
Cnminal Justice Planning and 
Architecture, which studied the 
jail in August, 197-1, at the 
request of Sheriff Jack tléard- 

Gerald W» Birntaerg, an Amer¬ 
ican Civit LEberties Union attor- 
ney, at a recent Cnmmissioiiiers 
Court hearing s ai cl that animo Is in 
the city dog pmmd receke beller 
treatment than priaoners in the 
county jail. 


Commissïoners Court agreed 
last February to an out' of court 
seulcmcnt of n suil filed againat 
the County by six inmaies in 
1972, The imprdvement of jail 
conditioms was iniTuded in the 
agrenment. 

Proposals for re nova t ion of the 
jail don t even meet Law Knforce- 
nient Assistancé Admmistratioh 
(LEAAl Standards, according to 
the archjtects broughi beforo 
ILih Dintricl Court Judge Carl O. 
Rue. Bue rilled that prisonors' 
Constitutional Righis are beïng 
vioJated at the dowuitown county 
court house jail and at the Rehab 
Center on Atascocita Road, 

The S15 million the county 
projxuses to spend to improve its 
jails is inadequate $ince the 
figure was based upon reduclion 
of the average population of 1,140 
inmates and renóvotions pro vide 
for only 40 square feet per 
irnnate. The 40 square feet is 
equal to the minimum Texas 
requirement bul far beïow the 70 
square fccl required to meet 
federal standards. 

According to counly officials, 
both the downtnwn and Atasco- 
cita fadlities house about 2.500 
inmates and are adequate for 
about 1 , 500 ,

the open kitchen. 

The floors are fillhy and pose a 
constant Lhreai stnee nne can 
easily fall on food left ihere for 
days at a time At present, somo 
prisoners are haring to buy cups 
in order to gel something to 
drink, since there is a shortage al 
Rehab. Tfspse who have no memey 
are forced to go without. T C. also 
indicatcd Ihat he has. withïn the 
pasl year. been issued only one 
pair of u rider we ar and one pair of' 
soeks. 

fl a prisoner were asked lo 
descrihe the coüdïljons ihev are 
forced to live uniler in Harris

SLAIN BLACK MAN S FAMILY SUES 
OAKLAND "KILLER COPS” 


lOakland, Cslif.} - The fflmily 
of ü Black man murdered in cold 
blond by police lost February 2 
has filerl a million dollar damage 
suit ogainsi the city of dokland, 
the pnlice captain who heads the 
city's notoriou a Special Response 
Team (SRTl and 20 anonymous 
Qakiand polïcernen. 

Semitlion Ester. 34, was shot 
down beforo a crowd of horrified 
Black neighbors m his community 
by Galt land police on February 2, 
197ft, as he leaped thrmigh the 
front window of lüs burning home 
following an over five hour siege 
at the 6441 Essex Street resi¬ 
dentie. (See the February 15, 
1975. issue of THE BLACK 
PANTHER.) 

A subsequent district attor- 
ney's report found the slaying 
was ''justifiablehomocide." 

Last week, thu family of 
Semilhon Ester — his wife. 
Janey „ eight-year-old daughter, 
Cherty Marie Ester, and his 


mother. Mts Julia \L Ester — 
ihrough tiLtorney Robert Treu- 
hofL, ftled a SI,032,030 damage 
auit agailist Ihase responsible for 
the tragic murder. 

Specifically named in the suil, 
Exlong wïth the city of Unkland and 
20 'John Doe” (anonyinous) 
policemen, ia Joseph Colletti the 
gold-starred rncisl police captain 
who led the city's special kil Iers

time. Plain water works just as 
web as a mouthwash.

Regular use of moulh- 
washes may enuse excessive 
drying of Ihe inucous merrie 
branes of the rnouth and may 
aggravate infeclions or inflam- 
iMiitions Lhat were atready the re 
lf you must use a mouthwash.

The community protest was 
prnvoked by the sensdess mur- 
der by police of Mark Walker, 3 
Black man who police claim was a 
robben suspect, The murder 
occurred on August 31, 

Brother Walker *s denth was 
only the latest incident of police 
"overkill " tacties. On August 28. 
another Black man, Harvey Mur- 
ehïsnn, was shot in Ihe butlocks 
by police and re ma in s in critica!

Leonard MaUovkh. although 
defeated in his nttempt to remain in the Air Korce a declared 
homosexual. is exjiected to win an honorable discharge rather than 
the Joss-than-honorable generaI discharge recommended hy a 
three-rmm administralive board here last week. 

The 3-2-year-old race relations counselor has been in the Air 
Force for 12 yeiirs. He sorved three terms in Vietnam and was 
awarded the Uronze Star and Ihe Purple Henrt medats for wounds 
he suffered in Southeast Asia. His military record was without a 
blemish unül March Sof thisyear when he "came out of the closet'' 
and declared himself a homosexual. 

Among hi'; major sujiporters have been many Black sotdiers on 
the base who have tesLified lo his abilities as a race relations 
counselor. Matlovich roportedly told The New York Times: "As 
each Black wiiness got up there (at the Air Force hearing on his 
discharge), I feit a lltile shame because a few yoars ago I used the 
word nigger/ When the Bbcks were smeking freedom in thesixties.

advised that, 'Tl is not just the 
Muslims anymore" — who tip to 
this time had been classcd as 
trmiblè rnakers — “the other 
rnlnred boys have joiried up and 
this thrng is gelling out of hand.'' 

Again, on Mardi 3U, in Folsom, 
State 's Attomey General Mosk 
stated that the policies of racial 
segregation caused Lhe riot at

Oei April 25. again in Fnlsom,

ürt Januury 30 r 1962, at San 
Quentin, 80 prisoners ut the 
Adjustment Center robe lied for 
four hours, The warden gave nu 
explanatmn. Over SI,000 worth of 
damugc was done. 

On Fehnoary 25, again at San 
Quentin, unother uprising in the 
Adjustment Götdance Center, 
The guarcls used tear gas to 
tupSireiij-É tlii^ i chelliuu.

There 
w^as no report given on the 
demands made by the prisonors, 
On September 16, 1963. in 
Folsom, the prisoners ended a 
five-day work strike which had 
heen called in support of the 
ptiscmciK 1 wives who wcre piek- 
eling Eit the gaten de man ding an 
end to the indeterminale jsen- 
tence. 

WORK STRIKE 

On Qctuber 21, agwin ut 
Kol som, more thun 2,Ü0Ü inmat es 
joined in a w'ork strike protesting 
aguinst a SÜ4-an-hour wyge, 
blank?! term setting rut her thnn 
case by cast- tledsions. Warden 
Mines iocked up all the prisonerg, 
sent 32 of the so-calied ring¬ 
leaders Ln nther prisons and cut 
one meol from the prison diet. 
And healso added nnv gtiurds, 
October 27, San Quentin: from 
30 Lu 50 prisrmers initiated a 
-sympnthy ülriko in éolidarity wilh 
the brotherg striking at Folsom; 
1.Ü0U priso nors refused to crosa 
piek et lines and the strike con- 
tinued until October 31, 

On October 26. rebellion m 
Solediid in solidarity with the 
striking brothers al Folsom and 
Sun Quentin, resulted in the 
dealh of one prisoner. the injurv 


of 16 others and the transfer to 
ut her prisons of 26. 

November 10, 1965' prisoners 
werking in the Soledad dothing 
fjH Lury struck in protest against u 
$.3ü-u-day pay scale. 

Jutie 23, 1966, Ruher! Jordon, 
a Black Muslim mmate naw in 
San Quentin, filed légal papers 
against the prison s borging thaL 
the strip cclls used in Soledad 
copstituted crue! and unusual 
punishment Jordon was stripped 
naked in hjs cell. covered with 
hu man feces, w ith no bed and no 
light. A feilend judge, Harrifl, 
ordered an inveatigation. 

On August 3 1. Eigain in Sole¬ 
dad, prisuners in Lhe disciplinary 
wing nnted aftel Lite federal cmiri 
opened inve.stigution nf prifinti 
cunilifions. in support of Lhat 
investigation, 

On August 12, in Suledad, u 
19-yeai-old Black prisoner was 
found hung in hi^ cell. The 
verdict: suïcide. 

September 7 . again in Soledad, 
Judge Marris, w'ho nrigintilly 
urdered the invc?tigalion of the 
strip colts, ordored them closed or 
improved to meet hu man stand- 
.aids. 

On September 10, iu Soledad, 
Roberl Jordon, who initiated tlie 
suil agninst the strip cells, was 
lransferred tn San Quentin be- 
cauae of lhe puMkity given his 
easy. It is ohvious that the 
authnrities were afrntd of his 
leailership nhility and coucerned 
that he would bocoine n focal 
fjfikil of leadership wilh in lhe 
prison ilself, 

On Januaiy 12. iu Sun Quentin. 
several Black kitchen workers 
were sent Lu the hole and tiine 
more Blanks were fired from tho 
khchen crew. As a result of this, 
■f I more mess hall workers 
walked out ln protest. At that 
time, the Black Muslims called el 
strike of all Black wnrkera; 90ü 
Blacks went on strike. During the 
days nf rebel]ton ihaL fo]lowcd, 15 
pnsoners were w'omtded by 
guurds gtiTifire. 

On Jfmuary 19. the warden 
ordered u generaI loekup of all 
prisoner^.

OUrS t something tiwed us. Thnt 
^stealing'' was nnerely retrjbu- 
tion. 

Wh en I was released from 
Juvenile Hall, Berkeley High 
School refuMtrd In udmlt me again 
because my parents lived in 
Üakland. 1 went back to üaklund 
Tech, My friends there and 
others who knew me praised what 
I liad tlohe in Berkeley. What I 
had dont- was accepled action 
under the eirtumstantes, lf l had 
not retaliated. J wou ld have been 
less respected. 

ThingS went along weïl at 
Oökland Tech fnr b change. I was 
abie to hondle m.y differenees 
with the teachcrs a littlc botter 
becaiise of my satisfaetion with 
life outside the classroom. My 
reputation as a fighler kepL the 
wolvea away. I was also knewn as 
a hipster like my brother Sonny 
Man, andIlikedthat.too. Some of 
the kids even cal led me 'Trazy' h 
but that never bothered me 
because they uaed to call my 
father that. To mc "'crazy” was a 
positivo identïty. 

“CRAZY” 

When 1 got my first car. it did a 
lot La help my “crazy” reputation, 
My father gave me one that had a 
lot of spots on it from primer 
paint- Melvin named it the ”Gray 
Roach,'' We wnuld pile into ït and 
go riding, looking for girls or 
some uction. 

My friends did not like the way 
l drove, which led to any number 
of arguménts and flghLs Since 
there weie so few^ ears available 
to joyride in* they had littlè 
choice. Sometjmes I ba ck cd up a$ 
fast as E could, down a whole 
blück, and when we reached the 
corner, I would jam on the 
brakes. The goys wnuld falE out of 
lhecar F yeJ1ing. Somciimos fights 
started rïght there. 

At railroad crossinga, w r hen the 
guard rail was dmvn to signa] 
an apprnachingtrain, I kept righl 
on driving Eiround Lhe guard rail 
and over the tracks. I had severa! 
near misses, and as soon as we 
crossed the tracks, everyone 
woulcl pile out of !lie car again 
arguiug and Sghting. When the 
fights ware over, our friendships 
w r erc strenger thon ever. They 
respected me, even though they 
thought 1 was crazy. 

I thought 1 cnuld out rnaneiiver 
anybody, anything, and tiever 
passed up ü c ha nee to try, Since I 
at way s won. 1 soon belioved that I 
rould ahvays defciu the invincible 
and the powerful, the way David 
i.U-feaLed Gulitith. Eventually. in

my pride, I believed tliat 1 could 
outmaneuver death. 

I have never feared death, The 
escape from finitude was an idea 
that came to me alter I saw r the 
movie Black Örpheus. 1 loved the 
film* and saw it many times, 
nlthough I thought the outcome 
wouid have been different had it 
been my lift*. Whereas Orpheus 
flirted wuth death and dïed, I had 
been in lols of conflicts, near 
death on many occasions, but had 
always come ouL ative. Since I had 
not been killed, I guess l 
concluded that I could not be 
killed. 

Orpheus, too, atfempts to 
outmaneuver death, even though 
the history of mankind proves 
that death always wins. ïn spite of 
thïs, the only w&y Lhat Orpheus 
can mairiLain his dignity is to be 
unafraid and attempl to ouLman- 
euver his oppressor. 

EtlTMAN EMSTENCE 

This seems characteristic of 
hunian rxblence, for although all 
of U5 are sentenced l^i death each 
day, w'c try desperately to geL 
away from it, lf we connot, we try 
to put it off by acling in a marmer 
thai discredits death and elimin- 
ates our fear of it, This is our 
victory, 

Black Orpheus demonstrates 
an even more profound truth: it is 
[iossible to circumvent death 
through the heriLage that one 
gene rat ion passes on to another. 
At the end ol lhe film the little 
girl is dancing whilc the little boy 
plays Orpheus's guitar. Though 
Orpheus anti his weman are 
dead, her dance m a victory o\ er 
death, 

The new generation sutwives. 
and the sun stitl rises, The world 
does not stop because death bas 
crushed n beautiful and sigmfi- 
cont ptirl of Et. Orpheus had 


passed on his guitar to the little 
boy, Thïsmeans of sustaining Mfe 
raiscs the sun again. 

I held on to the Idea that I was 
immune to death for a long time. 1 
still do not fear the end, but I no 
longer believe that ! cannot be 
killed, Life hes taught me that ït 
is an ever-present possibility; too 
many of my comredes have died 
in the past few years to let me fee! 
that my last day will never come. 
Even so, J teil the comrades you 
can nidy die once, so do not dié a 
thousand Limes worrying about it. 

MïSTtCAL 

Around this time some people 
got the notion that 1 had mysticaJ 
powers. I began to put various 
frieeulH and acquaintanCes into 
hypnotic trances, mostly at 
porties or in some of the rap 
sessions with brothers on the 
block. I learnod the technique 
first from Melvin, who had been 
taught by Soloman Hill, a felïów 
student at Üakland City College, 

Later, I sludied hypnosis tech- 
niques on my own and bccame 
pretty good al it. It is easy to 
learn. but dangerous. Just learn- 
ing the technique does not Leach 
you all you s hou ld know w r he]i you 
are dealing with ö person's 
mïnd. You can cösily hun some- 
one. 

1 guess I have put over two 
hundred people ïnlo trances at 
various tintos. J gave them 
posthypnotic suggostions to 
eat grass, Eiark Jike a dog, or 
crawl o vei Lhe flcjor lïke g baby - 
and somotunes 1 studh jiins and 
noodles into their fleah. Once I 
ii eed autohypnoaif and put myself 
into a try nee, Whon Melvin put a 
red-hot cigareUeon my urm, I did 
not move or EWl any pain, 
al though he hu mud me pretty 
badlv.

SLOAN; Because Black women 
make up over lialf of the Black 
population in this country, there’s 
no way for tis tn divorce ourselves 
from iho Black libnration slrug- 
g]e The problem with the Black 
liberaüon struggle is that w r ith a 
few exceptions it has been lergeiy 
male-dominated and patriarchal 
and therefore has not hegun to 
address itself to the needs (if 
Black womeri, 

Forexample. I was involved in 
a irumber of civil rights and Black 
SihenUion organizations, and we 
oever once addressed ourselves 
to the question of rapé. This is a 
problem particularly affecting 
Black wem en because Black 
women are the highest victima of 
rnpe in thia country — Black girls 
betwedn the afioi; of J I and 19. 
Bifick-rïn-Bïiiek rat e is ris Eng. 

fln the civil rights muvementj 
we never talked about household 


workers. 98Ti of whom ore Black 
women and who are stiil uncover- 
ed by the fwderal minimum wage 
lew . . . The civil rights move- 
ment did not change the day-to- 
day lives of Black womén. . . 

BP: How does the NBFÖ 
fit into Lhe larger women's. 
liboration movement? 

SLOAN: We Black feministe 
say very clearly that wé are part 
of Lhe women's liberation move¬ 
ment. Many of us feel very 
infltiJted that the women s 3ib 
movement ia called White be¬ 
cause we wcre Lhere from the 
beginning. We blame the racisl 
media for Lhat. 

I traveled around for three 
years with Gloria Steinem (edi- 
toT-in-chiof of Ms. magazine) 
lecUiring on racism and sexism. 
Invariably there wouid be a lot of 
publicity about Gloria but none 
about me. We relate to the larger 
vromen's movement by issues — 
childcart, abortion, rapé, etc. 

SIGiMFICANCE 

BP: Whöt do you think i& the 
significonce of JoAnne Little s 
acquiltal for the Black liberation 
slruggle, Black women and the 
women's movement in generaI? 

SLÓAN: It was ccriciinly [i 
significant victory.

QUESTION: Wh en you arrived 
in variou.s towns, rfifï the authori- 
ties co me and get you? 

CAKTEHi Yes. They knew I 
was coming, and someone had to 
contact Lhom thaL I was coming, 

QU EST ION: Do you heiieve the 
FBI has a file on you? 

CARTER; Absolutely. Th ere is 
ïio doubL abouL it. J remember 
when i was in Los Angeles and 
gol off the plano thai day, I saw 
this beautiful woman. » .1 just 
happened to look at her and then 
képl on gning. Rut in the air 
terminal 1 saw Lhe woman Eigain 
Shc was always hehind me. And 
when [ got to the motel on 
Ülympic Boulevard in L.A., she 
was at the motel. I didn'l conneet 
it with anything, buLl kept seeing 
this stime woman. 

And then» when Chief Parker 
called me up at the motel and told 
me J d better comê down to the 
police station to register as an 
ex-convict. ihern she was — 
trying to hide in his office. Thai's 
when he told me that the FBI had 
been fallowing me every step thai 
ï had taken in Los Angeles. 

QUESTION: You partïcipated 
in Martin Uther Kïng's Marehon 
Washington in 1963. Vet in 1965 f 
when Keverend Kïng asked you 
' to parlicipate in the march in 


Seima» Abbama, you didnT. 
Why was that? 

CARTËB; Because of throats 
on my lifo. I wuh catchmg pure 
heil in the Nnrth and the West 
and bII the other pbccs I wftS 
going» and I knew ihai if I ever 
went to Abbama nobady was 
gointf ttR protücir me down tiivré- 

Dr. King was Lnlking ahout 
nonviolence, ahout being pcncc- 
ful — laying down on the streel 
whilè dogs were biting you and 
hurses were stom ping on you and 
cops were beaiing you over the 
head. 

WeJV I knew that I could nevoT 
be nonviolent. Tm a peaceftd 
man t but that doesn't mean Fm 
nonviolent. If you will be non vio¬ 
lent with me» then l wil] be 
nonviolent with you. But if you 
are going to puL some vïolence on 
me, I'm going to w r hip it righi 
back on you. 

QUESITON: In your boek, you 
described a ‘plan of Black rnass 
murder. ' 1 Wou ld you explain this 
fnr us? 

CARTER: Each time a civil 
righls b||l w f as passed» Black 
peopledied in the ^treety, In 196 i 
the Civil Etights Act was passed, 
and a few days after that you had 
Lhe Harlem fruit riot. And then 
riots were pro li,fe rating un^ 
checkod uil over the country. 
Later, you had lhe Vnting Riglus 
Act signfd, and then Watty came 
up + 

Evory time somebody would 
say that somv kind of rights were 
going to bc Icgisiated for Black 
people in this country, the racist 
dements in the politica! system 
and Lhe police would immediately 
hoar down on Black people and 
show them that even though 


these rjgbts were signed into law. 
they didn t recognizc the ktw, 

QUFSTïON: Do you bclicve 
that agents provocateurs were 
ïn volved? 

CARTER: Well, 1 really cüdn t 
know then. Bul» yes» I believe it 

Ï1ÜW. 

QU EST ION: With ycmr bftliefa 
ïibout $qlf“defonHO, how dïd you 
hand Ie all that harassment from 
the police and FBI? 

CARTER: 1 had to hire an 
adv is er to handle the police This 
adv i* er went with me every- 
where, but I slayed out of lhe 
country and up in my training 
camp so mueh lhat he got tired. 
ïle was married and had chddren» 
and his wife got Lired of him 
staying away nine months out of 
the year. So ultimatoly hc lefi mc 
too, 

They werp isolating me. And 
this was bef ore Black pquple w r ere 
proud to be Black, you know, 
There wat? no "Black Power ' 
then» so I was liung out there by 
myself, and people would say, 
"Well, that crazy nigger is in the 
papers again — messing with all 
Lhe police forces in the country.” 
DurltigaÈI ihal time I had to go In 
uther couiitrïes to fight boefluse 
the cops were reolly coming down 
hard on me at home. 

QUESTION: So you were actu- 
ally forced mto exile in a sense? 

CARTER; Ves» 1 had to go Lo 
Africa to fight. I had tn go to 
London, to Paris, to South 
America — just to stay away from 
here, It was brutali/ing me, 
mentally, because ]n fighting if 
you aren't in shape. both men- 
tally and physicaJIy» youVc no 
good.

Chino Mter n rourt appearance. 
While in the holding cell he gu ve 
a chillïng descripUon of rm'ial 
violenco in the ' 1 Big llousq. 1 

When hc first came into the 
holding cell, hc was eslremeJy 
nervous with n very cold attitude 
and nianner ahout him. His 
compusure w'os almost neurotic. 

I!c was wary of everyone, but as 
the convers[ition went on he 
begun to ioos«m up and even 
sinile, 

"The First day I came Ento 
Chino, Lhe Aryan örotherhood 
npproached me, gave me a 
shank" i.prison-mode knifeï and 
told me 1 was a new mem her. 

*‘Short ly aftenvards I hap¬ 
pen ed tn brush a Chicano in mate - f , 
and I nalurally said, 'excuse 
me/ But some ol thé Rrotherhood 
saw this and I was mld to get 
down' (fight) or to be on guard for 
my life, 

MEAlCAN MAJFIA 

He went on to describe how the 
Brotherhood, the "Mexican Ma- 
fia," and the Black Guerrflhi 
Family are ecmstantly pit ted 
against each other by ^priseri 
gvmrds. caüsing fl heavy Loll of 
death and serieus injury In fact, 
he told how ’WAR ZON El" 
would be bias Led by Lhe gunrds 
over the prison loudspeaker, f\ 
which ineant a rumble or fight 
was underway somew r here: a 
signal to alert, terrify and pro- Jk 
voke the inmates. 

"1 néver go onywhere by 
myself," he stated. U was ei 
Cardinal rulv for niembers of 
different races to travel in groups 
of lf> Lo 20, This was done, he 
sftïd, to prevent nneself from 
betng set up by the guards. 

"If you were ftlotlè the guards 
would alert snmeonc from the 
other grmip and you slood a 
fhancv to Eie beat en and stabbed 
until you were dé ad «r until the 
guard blew the whistk- sign&liing 
"fun’s over/ " 

But hc consiatently pointed out 
throughout his conversation that LÏ 
thé inmatés did nol create this 
si tuut ion of a living heil. "lhe 
bulls (guurdsf are afraid of us/ 1 
he saifj, Eïccmj.sc they know ihai St 
if wc weren't killing lach other. 
we d be dc-aling with them, ”
